Health for school entrance: 

DPT - five doses unless the fourth dose is given 
after the fourth birthday; Oral Sabin Polio Vaccine - four 
doses unless the third dose is given after the fourth 
birthday; Measles, Mumps, Rubella (MMR) - first dose 
given on or after first birthday and second dose must be 
given prior to entering Kindergarten; Hepatitis B - a series 
of three doses; Hib - a series of three doses; Varicella 
Vaccine - one dose or physician-certified reliable history 
of chicken pox disease; and Lead Screening. 

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and /or 
religious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church 
official stating the reasons for exemption should be 
presented at the time of registration. A physical 
examination is required for entrance to school and must 
be completed by December 31, 2001. 

In addition, we request that if you have an 
outstanding court order or decree regarding the legal 
custody of your child, that you furnish the school with a 
copy of this at registration time. This is necessary in order 
to assist in the release of educational records and 
information, as well as the dismissal of children to the 
appropriate parent /adult.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

January 15, 2001

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, January 15 at 
4:00 pm by Chairman pro tern Patricia Ryan. Also present 
were Selectman Richard Cutler and Town Administrator 
James Huntoon. Neither Selectman Naida Parker and 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere were 
present for the meeting. 

The board unanimously voted to forgo the 
approval of the previous meeting's minutes until 
Selectman Parker was present and also unanimously 
signed and approved a letter to former Police Chief 
Walter Denham advising him that they had entered into a 
contract with newly-appointed Police Chief William 
Przybylek and had unanimously voted to buy out the 
remainder of Mr. Denham' s contract, thereby relieving 
him officially of his duties as Chief of Police. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted that the Police /Communications Building 
project remains "on schedule," and the contractors will be 
pouring the concrete for the foundation of the sally port 
this week with the additional support for a future 
dividing wall as suggested by Selectman Cutler. This 
change from the original work order will cost an 
estimated $650, and Mr. Huntoon advised them to 
proceed with the change. "There's nothing else 
outstanding at the point," Mr. Huntoon said.

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received an invitation to attend Plymouth County Sheriff 
Joseph F. McDonough's Inauguration to be held on 
Thursday, January 18. 

Under Old Business, Selectman Cutler continued 
his discussion on pursuing a Community Preservation 
Fund Act for the town which would allow them to assess 
a percentage of property values to establish a fund for 
community preservation under state law. The move 
would require both the approval of Town Meeting and 
voters via a general election. 

"We can get this on the April (election) ballot, but 
we're going to have to move along at a pretty good clip," 
Selectman Cutler said. "We'll need to call a Special Town 
Meeting before the Annual Town Meeting ... the Annual 
Town Election is on April 11, which means we need Town 
Meeting approval by March 7. I'd move that we schedule 
a Special Town Meeting on March 5." 

The board unanimously approved the scheduling 
of a Special Town Meeting on March 5 to approve the 
establishment of a Community Preservation Fund in 
Rochester. Selectman Cutler said state law allows them to 
assess up to three percent of property values, but he'd be 
more inclined to set a lower rate just to get the ball rolling. 

"I'm thinking more along 1.5 percent ... which 
would only be about $30 or $40 for the average home 
owner," Selectman Cutler said. "That would allow us to 
start up a Community Preservation Fund. It just gives us 
some options we don't have right now."

Selectman Ryan agreed: "We may want to write 
up a letter explaining (the Community Preservation Fund 
Act) proposal ... to send to residents." 

In other matters, Selectman Cutler revisited the 
need to take inventory of the town-owned vehicles and 
equipment, especially equipment which is no longer "in 
service." Selectman Cutler questioned a couple of vehicles 
which were supposed to be "out of service" and are now 
being used by other departments, and also wanted to 
know why other vehicles which were "nearly dead" were 
still being used on a regular basis. This applied mainly to 
vehicles and equipment used by the Police, Fire, 
Highway, and Animal Control departments.

responsible for keeping an inventory," Selectman Cutler 
said. "(Department heads) can just go willy-nilly and 
transfer equipment from one department to another. We 
need to get a handle on this." 

"We need some type of accounting system," 
Selectman Ryan agreed. "They have to request a transfer 
(of equipment) from one department to another. We also 
need to tag all the vehicles with each department head 
present so we have an accurate listing (of town-owned 
equipment). We need to keep track of all vehicles that are 
in service." 

The board suggested moving forward with an 
updated inventory of town-owned equipment and 
preparing a standardized form so that all four 
departments are keeping track of and maintaining the 
same information. They also suggested perhaps 
scheduling a meeting with the four department heads to 
discuss this matter at a later date. 

The board then reviewed their annual "Goals and 
Objectives" list for the year and crossed off those items 
which have been accomplished and prioritized those 
remaining to be done. They also added some additional 
tasks they hope to achieve this year. Among the key 
priorities: moving forward with the Mary's Pond project; 
walking the remaining town bounds; establishing a 
maintenance and clean-up program for town-owned 
buildings, especially the Police /Communications

spend 50 percent or more of their instructional time focused in 
the development of technical skills. Their learning style is 
typically experiential and the environment is hands-on. These 
students learn by doing. They spend their day actively involved 
in the learning process of their trade. Their academic skills are 
often applied. That is, students learn the appropriate math and 
communication skills that are necessary for success in their field. 
Although the time spent on academic content is less than a 
traditional high school, the Massachusetts vocational delivery 
model has proven itself to be one of the most successful in the 
nation. Positive placement rates and widespread employer 
satisfaction are evidence to this success. 

Why then, are Massachusetts vocational students 
failing the MCAS in alarming numbers? The problem lies not in 
the students' abilities or the vocational delivery model. The 
problem lies in the mismatch of evaluation method to content 
and learning style. In an effort to rectify this situation, the 
Massachusetts Association of Vocational Administrators 
(MAVA) is filing legislation to modify the evaluation component 
of the Education Reform Law. MAVA's proposal would allow 
the Certificate of Occupational Proficiency (COP) as an 
alternative evaluation for vocational-technical students. 

The COP is a multi-faceted assessment system that 
would include: 1) a written test measuring attainment of 
academic learning standards as well as occupational theory; 2) 
an assessment of employability skills; 3) a showcase portfolio; 
and 4) a hands-on performance assessment of their technical 
skills. The COP is currently under development by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education, vocational educators 
and industry representatives. Current laws require students to 
first pass the MCAS before being allowed to take the COP. 
MAVA legislation would allow the COP as an alternative to the 
MCAS to qualify for a high school diploma. Voc-tech students 
will still participate in the tenth grade MCAS. They could 
qualify by earning a passing score on the MCAS or by achieving 
the standards on the COP. Additionally, the legislation would 
require that the assessment model be in place for four years 
before becoming a requirement for graduation.

to be, committed to high standards and increased educational 
opportunities as sparked by the Ed Reform Law. Do not get lost 
in the frenzy of debate. Support MAVA, Old Colony faculty and 
staff and, most importantly, your children by requiring the 
Commonwealth to recognize the variety of learning styles, not 
only in instruction, but in assessment and evaluation as well.

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking his feet. 
What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub. 

What can my dog be allergic to and what should I do? 
Your dog can be allergic to food, fleas, articles that 
he comes in contact with such as wool rugs and all 
of the pollens, molds amd dusts that affect people. 
Try to keep a diary of your dog's itchiness to deter- 
mine if it occurs all year round or if it is seasonal. 
Food allergies tend to be consistent throughout the 
year while allergies to pollens tend to be seasonal. 
Talk to your veterinarian about diet changes, medi- 
cations and allergy testing to determine what may 
be most helpful for your pet.

As a child, Ang Lee devoured the popu- 
lar, time-honored wuxia novels of China — 
fiction combining themes of loyalty, honor, 
and chivalry with lots of page-turning sword- 
play and adventure. Hong Kong action cinema 
has been decidedly WMXia-influenced, which 
may be why native or Western fans of Hong 
Kong "flying swordsmen" movies may walk 
away from Lee's Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon — his tribute to the books and movies 
that fed his childhood imagination — a little 
underwhelmed, as opposed to many Ameri- 
can critics, who seem overwhelmed. The movie 
is good, sometimes very good, but I suspect 
it's a masterpiece only for those who haven't 
seen all the earlier masterpieces that equal or 
surpass it. 

I'm glad Crouching Tigeris here, though. 
For one thing, it' s going to introduce a lot of 
people who wouldn't have seen Hard Boiled 
or Supercop to the undeniable star power of 
Chow Yun-Fat and Michelle Yeoh (both of 
whom have been ill-served in their forays into 
Yankee films). And if you've seen these gi- 
ants in other films, you can't help but get 
buzzed watching them act together for the first 
time, doing what they do best, and seeing it all 
on the massive wide screen, immaculately 
shot by Peter Pau, and not dubbed into 
hamfisted English. It's a good way to ease 
newbies into the charms of Chow and Yeoh, 
and the gravity-defying stuntwork of Yuen 
Wo-Ping (The Matrix) — Hong Kong Cinema 
101. 

The story is simple and classical, based 
(by screenwriters Wang Hui-Ling, James 
Schamus, and Tsai Kuo Jung) on a wuxia 
novel by Wang Du Lu. Master Li Mu Bai 
(Chow), a retired warrior, pays a visit to a 
nobleman friend to give him a sword — not 
just any sword, but a sword that can apparently 
cut through anything, and has earned itself the 
name "Green Destiny." Mu Bai wants to leave 
his sword behind along with his violent past. 
But then the sword is stolen, and Mu Bai joins 
forces with old friend and unrequited love Yu 
Shu Lien (Yeoh) to get it back. Western minds 
may see Freudian meaning in this quest, but 




the code of this movie holds that the sword 
belongs to the man to whom it was given. 
Further, Mu Bai believes the thief is the leg- 
endary Jade Fox (Cheng Pei Pei), who killed 
his master. 



A seeming subplot character who takes 
center stage for a while is Jen Yu (Zhang Ziyi), 
a bored teenager due to be married to a (prob- 
ably) boring nobleman. Jen looks at the excit- 
ing Shu Lien and wants the warrior woman's 
freedom of movement, the lethal skills that 
might set her equal to men (or superior to 
them). She flashes back to an intoxicating 
time spent with a "barbarian" known as Dark 
Cloud (Chang Chen) — it's good to see that 
teenage girls' fantasies are so consistent as to 
cross cultural and temporal barriers. 

The high-flying action sequences have 
gotten a lot of ink, but again, if you've seen 
earlier works like John Woo' s Last Hurrah for 
Chivalry (1978) or Ronny Yu's The Bride 
with White Hair (1993), there's not a lot here 
to boggle your eyes or mind. If you haven't, 
well, have fun. Some of the soaring and jump- 
ing bits are impressive; some of it is a little too 
obviously wire work. At the very least, it's 
refreshing to sit in an American theater and 
watch action sequences that strive for lyrical 
beauty more than routine button-pushing ex- 
citement; and it is, as always, a deep pleasure 
when the camera simply stands back and lets 
Chow Yun-Fat and Michelle Yeoh show their 
stuff (capably matched by young Zhang Ziyi, 
who' s already gotten nibbles from Hollywood). 
Ang Lee has done a smooth and sincere job 
here, bringing a sample of Hong Kong magic 
to art-house patrons accustomed to the likes of 
Billy Elliot, but don't go to Crouching Tiger, 
Hidden Dragon expecting a cross between 
Gone with the Wind and The Seven Samurai. 
It's well-done, and I suppose that's going to 
have to be good enough.

Time will validate 
it. 

6. Ghost Dog: The Way of the 
Samurai* - The funniest, strangest 
culture-clash movie in years, with a 
solid and tranquil performance by 
Forest Whitaker and a scene-stealing 
scowl by Henry Silva ("What kind ...

5. High Fidelity * - The girlfriend stuff
